Two well-known citizens of the county ex- 


pired here last week. The first was Nathan 
C. James, Esq , one of the oldest members 
of tbe Buoks county Bar, who died of can- 
cer of the throat on Friday last. It was but 
a comparatively short time before his death 
that Mr. James discovered how serious was 
his affliction. 
Mr. James was the ion of the 


late John D. James, of Doylestown, who will 
be recalled by all tbe older citizens in the 
county because of his long association with 
the oourts iu the capacity of tippstaff and 
crier. He was appointed to that position in 
1820 by Judge John Rosa, and served until 
his resignation in 1871. 
Mr. James, the 


son, was admitted to the Bar in 1861, and 
shortly after was elected District Attorney, 
serving two terms. He was the only mem- 
ber of the Bar twice elected to this office. He 
at one time had about the largest practice in 
the county, particularly among the people 
of the upper end, and was quite influential 
as a member of the Democratic party and 
much in demand as a campaign speaker. He 
was one of the oldest members of the Ma- 
sonic Lodge here, and a member of the Ves- 
try of St. Paul's Episcopal Church. Hie age 
was 78. A meeting of tribute was paid to 
the memory of the deceased lawyer by his 
fellow attorneys, and resolutions setting forth 
their regret at his demise were adopted. The 
funeral took place on Monday, tbe iSpiMopat 
burial service being conducted by Bev. Ed- 
ward M. Jefferys. 
The members of the Bar 


attended in a bod;. 


The second citizen to pass away was Charles 


A. Fretz, who resided in the township on 
the Doyleatown and Willow Grove road about 
three miles below town. Mr. Fret* was 
stricken with heat and paralysis while In 
Doylestown on Saturday. After the first 
attack; he persisted uu goi 


scarcely stand erect, lie finally became on 
conscious iu a blacksmith shop, and was re- 
moved to a bouse near by, where he died 
early on Sunday morning. Mr. Freti, who 
was aged 67 years, was a son of the late 
Philip K. Fretz, a prominent&rmer and con- 
tractor, who aided to build the famous horse- 
shoe curve on the Pennsylvania railroad. 
Mr. Fretz, with his brothers, inherited a 
large fortune from an uncle who was a promi- 
nent banker in California, in the early days, 
and having ample means established one of 
the finest farms in the county. Mr. Fretz 
had many friends in the county, especially 
about Doylestown, and some years ago was 
in the habit of enterlainipg liberally,

TULLYTOWN. 


On Friday, August 10, John Burton, alter 


a lingering illness, passed away in the 72d 
year of Ins age. The funeral services, which 
were largely attended, were held at his late 
residence in Tullytown, on Monday, the 18lh 
inst., at 11 80 a m. The services were con- 
ducted by ministers of the Society of Friends, 
of which Mr. Burton was a member. The 
interment was at Fallsington. Thus the hist 
respects have been paid to one of the fore- 
most citizens of this borough, and indeed of 
Bucks county. No man in this community 
was, more thoroughly beloved and none will 
be more sincerely mourned. Modest and 
retiring in manner, hut sound counsel and 
kindly gentle ways inspired the confidence 
of ell who knew him and caused him to be 
placed in the lead in moat important move' 
menta inaugurated in this vicinity. 


llis generous nature impelled' him to aid 


all who were in trouble, and many will miss 
the helping hand which has been so often 
outstretched but which is now forever with- 
drawn. 


Mr. Burton was born August 3, 1829; the 


son of Anthony and Mary Headley Burton. 
He enlisted as private in Company B, 16th 
Pa., Cavalry, known as Anderson's Cavalry, 
was afterwards transferred to Company 
He was promoted to Sergeant Maroh 1st, 
1863. 
He was raised to First Sergeant on 


May 8th, 18d8, and finally, for gallant con- 
duct under fire of the enemy, was made 
Lieutenant. 


Mr. Barton was in eighteen engagements 


during the war, and participated in the 
capture of Hood's pontoon train, December 
31, 1861, and of Hood's wagon train, Janu- 
ary 1,1866. From March 16th until May 
28th, 1865, he was in command of his com- 
pany. He was finally honorably discharged 
from the army of the Cumbeiland at Nash- 
ville, on June 21st, 1866. 


For many years Mr. Burton has occu- 


pied Ms father's former residence in the out- 
skirts of the borough, where amid the most 
pler^pt aud beautiful surroundings, he di- 
rea ~ 'The management of his farm and in 
the companionship of his dearly beloved and 
cherished wife and two sons now just on the 
threshold of young manhood, lived the ideal 
life of a country gentleman. 


At this home there was ever a cordial wel- 


come, and ouoe partaking of its hospitality, 
changed the casual acquaintance to a most 
ardent admirer and often to a life-long friend. 


Mr. Burton's career in business was prob- 


ably derionsly interrupted by the oivil war. 
Yet many of his fondest recollections were 
oonnected with his army life, aud while 
publicly he rarely alluded lo it, in the quiet 
of his home he was wont to relate to his 
friends anecdotes of the army service, and 
among the most cherished of his possessions 
were his momentoes of the war, not the 
least important of which were letters of com- 
mendation from his superior officers for con- 
spicuous gallantry and efficiency in the ser- 
vice. 


On February 7th, 1887, Mr. Burton was 


married to Elizabeth, daughter of Edward 
and Eliza Headley, who with Horace H. and 
A, .Russell, survive him 
Mr Burton at his 


death was director of the Bristol bank, Presi- 
dent of the Bristol Improvement Company, 
Treasurer of the William Penn Mutual Build- 
ing and Loan Association, a position held by 
him for over twenty-five yeaes, member of 
Council of the Borough of Ttillyto.wu, of 
which he was president for seven years, and 
a member of Bristol Lodge, No. 26, F. and

at 10.80 p. m., Tuesday, June 12th. The 
Aberdeen anchored out one half-mile and 
the captain, parser and I came ashore at 11 
o'clock a. m.; gave first attentiqn to customs 
duties, next to the military commandant of 
the port, whom I called upon in his bedroom 
and found him in bed, where he remained 
while I told mystery. AtlZo'olook I looked 
at a lot of ground, which I bonght at nine 
o'clock the next. morning for J1200. Ar- 
ranged that night for a barge to land the 
horses, for which I paid $600, and barges 
to lighter our cargo, began work of dis- 
charging at eight o'clock Wednesday morn- 
ing and bad the cargo on the beach at 4 p. 
m. Thursday. Sent the boat that night to 
St. Michael's for passengers, returned on 
Saturday; left again Saturday night and re- 
turned again Monday a. m., and on Tues- 
day started again for Tacoma. Exactly. one 
week here and made two trips to St. 'Mi- 
chael's in that tjme. No such thing has 
been attempted Dy any other boat aaid no 
other boat has, discharged her cargo in less 
than a week. W,a left Seattle at 3 o'clock 
on Mpnday morning, May 21st. The goods 
were all landed on Thursday; on Friday the 
wind changed to the weat and blew the sea 
far up the beach aud it poured down rain. 
For a mile along the beach, goods were wet 
by the sea, but luck favored us. Two large 
freight barges were driven up on the beach 
immediately in front of our goods until the 
goods stopped them and made a barricade 
nearly 100 feet long, against which the 
waves dashed aud went up 20 feet in the air.

young Colyer Jones and I, slept on cots, the 
three filling the entire width of the tent, 
leaving a space of three feet at the foot. 
After I got possession of the eabiu, Roy 
Walker fixed it up; put in my bed, a three- 
quarter bedstead, and a cot for himself, and 
our little coal stove, and here we are, cook- 
ing and living since lost Sunday. 
Rob is a 


good cook and gets up a good meal, but on 
Thursday he went to Port Clarence, sixty 
miles north, and ainoe then I have been alone. 
My cooking is simple, bread from the baker, 
25 cents for a small loaf, good butler we 
brought with us. For breakfast 1 eat two 
boiled eggs, canned baked beans, which I 
warm in the can, and coffee, of which J make 
enough to have a cup cold at noon, and eat 
with it bread aud butter and canned deviled 
ham and canned fruit. 
At night I make an 


oyster stew with canned oysters and con- 
densed cream diluted, bread and butter, cocoa 
and fruit. 


When I arrived here eleven days ago, the 


town covered the »ater front about one 
mile; since that time 16,000 people have

The heat of the past weok has been the 


only subject under consideration except 
death disasters and the ever present war 
question. Indeed, the weather has been and 
is now distracting and distressing to a most 
dangerous degree; many have fallen by 
coup de toletl and still more have been af- 
flicted by the fearful loss of vitality and am- 
bition; it has come to us as a burning simoom. 
It is nature's lesson that we may have some 
idea what those people must endure who 
have been sent to serve as privates in the 
various armies in South Africa and Luzon. 
Their condition, going from a climate like 
that of England or Oregon, for instance, 
must surpass all description, if it is hotter 
in the regions of the war than it has been 
here for over a week 


It has taken the starch out of every occu- 


pation but politics, which flourishes most in 
hot weather, according to the accounts we 
get of movements and counter movements of 
men engaged in that trade. It is a good 
trade—if you win.# * * * 


The census takers, according to reports, 


have made many omissions and their work 
is undergoing revision and adjustment. 
It 


is a most valuable work and should be oon- 
sumatnd with the utmost care by competent 
and well-qualified heads and hands; but it is 
charged that the duties of the canvassers 
have either not been understood or were 
neglected in many instances. This is to be 
regretted but may be overcome by future 
corrections. It will nevm be possible, how- 
ever, to get a correct census, for men are 
constantly dying by natural laws or by ac- 
cident, and children are born, but no one 
can reduce the ratio to a proportion as plain 
as 16 to 1. Mr. Bryan, in his speech or 
letter accepting the nomination, touches upon 
almost everything at great length except the 
taking of an accurate census- but he will 
have time to elaborate this problem and solve 
it before the election.

This is imperialism, I 
know, but so is it imperialism on the part of 
China' to pick up our ministers and put 
them in jail or chop their heads off Of 
course it is imperialism on the part of the 
ministers of the several Christian churches 
to go into China and preach to the people 
that their religion is all wrong and they 
must give it up and take our religion which 
is all right, even if it does at times justify 
war and slavery, and such trifling sins as 
disfranchising the freedmen of the South. 
But what is a religion or a church good for, if 
it is not imperial ? The religion of China suits 
Cbiua, and is a good code of moral law, but 
morals must not stand in the way of the impe- 
rialism of the church. The inquisition set- 
tled that: the ecumenical council settled it in 
favor of Borne*, and the King of England set- 
tled it for England against Rome. So a real 
church has a right to roam about and pro- 
claim its imperialism, and proselyte and get 
up resolutions and reformations like Martin 
Luther, just because its right, don't you 
see, and that is the way the World gets so 
good.

If we can ever get our ministers out safe, 


we had better give a new commandment to 
them, to stay home or at least stay out of 
China. When the command was given to go 
into all the world to preach it did not include 
China, for that Empire had been fenced off 
and set opart by the Creator and Confucius 
for a people peculiar and distinct iu mind, 
form, feature, color and language, from any 
other nation.

sage is a net work of tent pins and ropes 
and they constantly crowd down to the 
water's edge, so that an officer has to go 
daily and drive the squatters b»ok off the 
beach.

WAUL PAPER. 


•me Successor of Tope»try, Stamped 


Leather amd Paper Cloth. 


A remarkable fact in regard to wall 


paper Is that the method of printing the 
better sort of paper is probably the same 
now as it ever has been. Wooden blocks 
with the design cut in relief, one for each 
color, are applied by band, and in order 
to suit the productions of the paper mills 
these blocks are made In England 21 
Inches wide and in France 18 inches 
wide. The length of the block is limited 
to what the workman can easily lift with 
one hand, two feet being about the limit, 
as the blocks are necessarily thick and in 
many cases made heavier by being inlaid 
with copper, especially the thin outlines, 
which, It made of wood, would not stand 
the wear and tear of printing. 
It was not till the eighteenth century 


that wall paper in anything like its pres- 
ent form came into common use in Eu- 
rope, although It appears to have been 
need much earlier In China. A few rare 
examples, which may be as early as the 
sixteenth century, exist in England, but 
these are In imitations, generally in 
"flock," like the old Genoese and Floren- 
tine cut velvets, and hence the style of 
the design in no way indicates the date 
of the wajl paper, the same traditional 
patterns being reproduced with little or 
no change for many years. It was not 
till the end of the eighteenth century 
that the machinery to make paper in 
long strips was Invented. 
Dp to that 


time wall papers were printed on small 
square pieces of handmade paper and 
were very expensive. On this account 
wall paper was slow in superseding the 
old mural decorations, such as tapestry, 
stamped leather and paper cloth. 


The wall papers now printed by ma- 


chinery have the designs cut on the 
surface of wooden rollers, under which 
the paper passes. In the cheaper grades 
all colors are applied rapidly, one after 
the other, without allowing each to dry 
separately, and n somewhat blurred ap- 
pearance is generally the result
